GOVTS WITH EFFORTS AIMED AT PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT IN ME.

2. IN INTERVIEW PUBLISHED HERE MAR 14 BY INDEPENDENT 
WEEKLY AS SAYYAD, PLO CHAIRMAN AND FATAH LEADER 1 ARAFAT

( BSO) IS NOT PORT OF FATAH. HE ADDED, HOWEVER, " PRESIDENT
